. "This act shall take effect in cities 
upon its acceptance by tho city coun 
cil. and in towns it shall take cffec' 
upon its acceptance by the voters o 
the town at any duly called town 
meeting. 
For the purpose of sub 


milling this act to cities and towns, i 
shall take effect upon Its passage." 


It will be noted that in its presen 


form the bill contains no exemption 
for operators of taxtcabs, and under 
its provisions owners of such machines 
would be required to file the

BRIGHTER DYESTUFFS OUTLOOK 


So many rosy predictions were made 


about an American dyesluffs industry 
at the beginning of the war, only,to 
be nullified by cold facts later that one 
accepts such statements at this 
late 


date with skepticism. Yet, so w;de- 
spread and emphatic are the state- 
ments of improved conditions that the 
reader takes heart again, hoping that 
at last something worth 
while 
has 


been achieved. 


One of the optimistic predictions 


that will arouse favorable 
comment 


because of its source was the state- 
ment of a Boston expert 
who was 


commissioned to study tho situation 
by the National Association of Cotton 
Manufacturers. Speaking in Boston a 
few days ago he announced to a repre- 
sentative body of textile manufactur- 
ers that tho problem of insuring a 
regular supply of dyes and chemicals 
for the American textile trade is near- 
Ing solution. His view of the greatest 
need was summed up as "the erection 
of a comprehensive coal tar industry 
In this country, insuring the 
country 


forever against another such calami- 
tous happening as tho present." 


That the war has led to a great body 


of new American Inventions is proved 
by the announcements from varying 
sections, but whether these Individual 
achievements will 
develop , Into 
one 


large industry remains to be seen. Trie 
admission of German superiority in in- 
vention and in method of 
commer- 


cializing invention has been made so 
often that there is a danger of our 
cutting back and letting things take 
their course in the old way. 
Yet, if 


the end of the war.does not mark the 
end of our absolute dependence on any 
foreign power for supplies 
vital 
to 


American industry, America will have 
failed to grasp a great opportunity. 
That we -have the brains and the. pow- 
er of invention is proved by results 
at our own Textile school, to go no 
farther, but something else is needed 
before we can hope to rival Germany 
as a manufacturer of dyes and chemi- 
cals. 


The two essentials are government 


co-operation and protection, of the In- 
fant industry until such time as it has 
gone beyond the experimental stage.

TAX REFORM CRITICS 


No man who understands the taxa- 


tion situation in Massachusetts doubts 
-that the need for reform is urgent, and 
those who do not understand the situ- 
ation are apt to feel that what is es- 
poused by all parties and by so many 
prominent men must have an clement 
of good. The only pointed criticism of 
.the present agitation comes from those 
who ask how we happened 
to 
get 


along so moderately well for a long 
time with an antiquated taxation sys- 
tem. 


The answer to this is the strongest 


possible argument for a new system. 
"We have got along after * a 
fashion 


fcecause the taxation laws have never 
been enforced. We,arc told that if the 
tax 
lawa had been applied rigidly 


throughout the commonwealth 
there 


would have been a social and financial 
crisis in a short time and that the 
exodus of persons and properly from 
the state would be far more alarming 
than 
now. Realizing the unfairness 


and Impracticabilily of many of the 
taxation clauses, the authorities rer- 
niitted abuses that have brought our 
taxation system to the verge of chaos. 


This statement of conditions is borne 


out by the fact that the state-wide 
demand for a new system of taxation 
was born about the time that attempts 
were made to enforce the law. Over a 
year ago Tax Commissioner Trcfry de- 
manded that the law tie enforced, ad- 
mitting at the same time that it was 
Inadequate, antiquated 
and 
unjuai
